The 
applicant argues that support for claim 10 could be found in the specification, paragraphs [0088]- [0097], particulary paragraph [0091] and 
figure 9. The examiner respectfully disagrees. The specification fails to provide support on detdetermining... based upon their unused 
local bandwidth capacity, and a distance and a number of hops between the RCGs and the requesting RCG; sending a request to the 
supporting RCGs asking for use of a portion of the unused bandwidth; receiving responses from the supporting RCGs with information 
about how much bandwidth each selected RCG can share; selecting which of the supporting RCGs to use for optimal use of needed 
bandwidth; contacting the selected RCGs with control information for sending data to the requesting RCG; sending packets of the data from 
the selected RCGs to the requesting RCG; reassembling the packets of the data at the requesting RCG; and relinquishing the bandwidth of 
each of the selected RCGs. The examiner would like to request more in detail where in the specification each method is supported. 
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
